Tho committee on Sunday-school and 
tracts recommended that temperance 
be taught in the school. Adopted. 


The committee on temperance and 


prohibition submitted ita report, which 
ileinaluls thut the church and every 
('hrUtlnn watfe eeaseles war against the 
liquor 
trnllle: that every 
Christian 


should withdraw his patronage from 
persons directly or Indirectly interested 
in it; commends the supremo court for 
preserving the rights of the sUUcs to 
legislate for tile benefit of the morals 
nnd health of Its citizens; commends 
the United States senate and condemns 
the house for their legislation on the 
llcjiior ((iiestion; condemns the (funeral 
government for uslntf tho machinery of 
the tfovi'minent to extend the sule of 
liquor in Sontli America; calls upon 
the people to use their power of ballot 
to defeat any party which criminally 
allies itself with the liquor interests by 
licensing tlie manufacture of spirits. 


Tin- report was heartily applauded, 


butJndk'e l.iiwrenee, of Ohio, ^meldy 
olTered a substitute to the effect that 
the position of Die Methodist Episcopal 
ehureh Is amply set forth in the ad- 
dress of the bishops, which demands 
complete prohibition and enjoins tem- 
perance as the only salvation; that In 
politics the ehureh is nonpnrtlsnn anil 
nonseetnrian and allows each member 
to cast his ballot as his conscience di- 
rects. 


Jiidtfe IjiuvreiiL'e delivered n stronff 


address, holding that the report in- 
dorsrd the prohibition party and con- 
demned the republican party when it 
diaries criminal collusion by licensing 
the manufacture of spirits. He de- 
manded that the church put itself on 
record in favor of no parties. 


Mr. Leonard moved to luy the report 


on the table, but it was lost by fi vote 
of 'J^O to y'J7 amid |;i'"nt applause.

PRACTICAL BDtTCATION. 


miaow University Students Will 


Personally Visit Several 


Goal Mines. 


Protestor Baldwin ot the University ot 


Illinois at Champaign, with a class from 
the mining and engineering department 
of that institution, started yesterday on 
a tour of some of the largest coal mines 
in the central field of the state. 
They 


will reach Pana to-day and will remain 
there several days. 
The object of the 


tour is to give the students practical 
lessons in mechanical and mining en- 
gineering of the character adapted to 
the mining of coal. The coal at the Pana 
collieries is over 700 feet below the sur- 
face ot the ground, and the seam is seven 
and one-half feet in thickness. The out- 
put of the mines at this place tha last 
year was over halt a million tons. 
A 


survey of one of the largest collieiies at 
Pana will be made by the students, and 
this will enable the class to gain prac- 
tical information of gnat importance in 
the study ot mine engineering. 


Professor Baldwin, when through at 


Pana, will proceed with his class to 
StatmtoD, Maeonpin county. 
Here is 


located one ot the largest collieries of 
the Consolidated Coal company ot St. 
Louis, having, perhaps, the largest ca- 
pacity of any mine in the state. 
The 


output of this mine last year was 287,- 
779 tons, being about 26,000 tone more 
than the output of any other mine in the 
state reported for that year. 
Here the 


coal is from 820 to 860 feet below the 
surface, and the seam is from seven to 
seven and one-half feet thick. The class 
will continue their studies here and will 
make an underground survey similar to 
the one to be made at Pana. 
Walton 


Bntledge, state inspector of mines tor 
the Fourth district, wherein the mines 
mentioned are located, will be with Pro 
fesaor Baldwin and hia students during 
their tour. Mr. Bntledge has been state 
inspector for this district for the past 
nine years and has an experience of 
thirty-six years in mining.

tance to Professor Baldwin and bis class 
will be of considerable value.

Governor Fifer Calls for Immedi- 


ate Aid From tho Feoplo. 


Uov. Fifer Jaat evening issued n proc- 


lamation, setting forth that a personal 
observation of tbe Hooded district along 
the Mississippi and Illinois rivere, em- 
bracing handreds of square miles, con- 
vinces him that organized effort on the 
part of the people of tbe state is a neces- 
sity for the relief of the destitute nnd 
needy. Thousands of men, women and 
children have been driven from their 
homes and tbe neighboring counties are 
now carrying the entire burden. The 
Hood sufferers are mainly ot the agricul- 
tural class, and tbe possibility of their 
becoming again self-supporting depends 
on their ability to raise crops nnd resume 
their vocation as tillers of tbe soil. Tbe 
Governor calls npon tbe people ot the 
state to contribute money, food and 
clothing, and urgea the local authorities 
in all oitios nnd towns to hold public 
meetings, to tbe end that an opportunity 
be gi ^en the people to show, in a prac- 
tical manner their sympathy and charity 
for those who have suffered so severe a 
lose, and who are in great need of assis- 
tance. He suggests that cash contribu- 
tions be sent to State Treasurer Wilson 
at Springfield, and food and clothing to 
Dr. Wm. A. Hnakell, president ot the 
State Board of Health at Alton, III.

There was a lively time at tbe General 


Conference of the Methodist church at 
Omaha yesterday. The report of the 
committee upon Itineracy was colled np. 
Dr. Caldwell ot Chicago favored the abol- 
ishment of the time limit He eaid it 
would wipe oat a good deal ot clerical 
politics. Dr. King of New York held it 
would be the greatest advance step taken 
in tbe M. E. church for fifty years.

The five-year limit was only 
adopted in 1888, and now before one man 
had outlived the first term it was pro- 
posed to abolish it altogether, 


Dr. Belt, Ohio, declared it would be as 


sensible to pull np trees every three or 
five years and plant them again, as to 
move ministers from place to place every 
five yeare. 


A long squabble took place over tho 


closing speech ot the debate by the 
chairman of the minority. The chair- 
man, Dr. Edwards, wanted to introduce 
Dr. Palmer to make the closing speech. 
By a remarkably shrewd 
move the 


friends of the minority report got the 
minority report introduced as a substi 
tnte and it was railroaded almost to com- 
pletion before the friends ot the majority 
report were aware ot it.
